But baviag no seriona parpose of pobli* 
cation, I did not pnrane tbe inqniry to tbo extent which I hare 
aince done, and at tlie time when those of tlio foarth gonemtioa 
were living, who could have aided me with facta now entirety 
loaL 

My work has been done &om a pnre love of it, and has led 
into many pleasant fields of stndy regarding the many families 
of onr name who have come to this conntry from other lands. 

While oar immediate family is small, and there are no records 
of the far-away relatione,! lun pcrsnadod tluit tho family of Wil- 
liam Adams, whose history is embodied in this Tolnmo, is kin- 
dred with ours ; and I hare for this reason giren It place herein, 
hoping it may be of serricc, as well as picnsnre, to many who 
shall aacceed in the great procession of the generations. 

I regret that I am not able to give any fnllcr and mora satis- I 
factory informatioa of the early generations. I am indebted 
for encooragement to pablish what I hare fonnd, to my consio, 
the Hon. Jarm M. Adams of Olevelond, Ohio ; and I xrish to , 
thank also others, and ail the consins who linvo aided with facts 
and records.

CHAPTER L 

nSLnOKABT irENTS : BBTTLXXXHT of LOHDUHDESar, m. H. : CffAK- 

AOTBB or m uriiABiTAirTs. 

TIh) old bUtorSc town of Londonilorrj, N. H., coraprisiog 
what is now the Beveral tovma of Dei-r;, Londonderry, "Wiad- 
faam,- and parts of Manchester, HndaOD, and Salem in Rocking- 
ham conntj — Exeter being the shire town — a tract of territory 
about twelve miles sqnare, lying adjoining the Massaclinaetts bor- 
dor* north from Haverhill and Kethuea, was originally known 
and called bj the name of " Nntfield," irom the abundance of 
nnts of rarions kinds found there. 

The colony which first settled the townaliip in April, 1719, 
was a company of sizteon Scotch families, who, with others of 
their conntry'^olk to the nnmber of five ship-loads, had come 
over from tho province of Ulster in tlie north oF Ireland, landing 
at Boston in Aognst, 1718. Many of these emigrants had scat- 
tered throagh the coontry, settling in various Massachusetts 
towns, some in Worcester, Palmer, Pelham, Billcrico, Dracut 
and Andover. A portion of them remained in Boston, f oandiog 
there, nnder the Rev. John Morehead, the Presbyterian church 
in Long Lane, afterward Dr. "Wm. Ellory Ohauning's, and later, 
Br. Ezra S. Oanuctt's in Federal street. Sixteen families wero 
sent by Gov. Shnte toward Casco Bay on the onstcrn coast in 
search of a suitable place to settle. It was late in the season, 
and they became frozen in at Falmontli, now Portland, Maine, 
and were obliged to pass the winter on shipboard nnder great 
hardships and safforings. When tho spring opened, 1719, not 
finding land to suit them, they retraced thoir course, and found 
their way np tho Merrimack river to Haverhill, and, striking 
ont from there, discovered the tract on which they decided to 
locate, nnder tlio grant they had rocoivod from tlio govcramoat 
of Massachusetts. 

They were soon joined by the Rev. James McQregor, who 
had beea their pastor at Aghadowey, near Colerain^ in London- 
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derry and Antrim, were like a garden where peaches blossom 
in the open air in March. 

Bnt the policy of the English government toward Ireland 
was then, as it has been for so long since, characterized by gross 
jealousy and injustice. ** They were' not proprietors of tiio soil, 
bnt held their lands as tenants of the crown ; and they wore hated 
alike and equally by the Irish Oatholics and the English Episcopa- 
lians." Their pastors were not recognized by the law as clergy- 
men. Tithes were exacted for the support of the Episcopal 
clergy. The English policy of '' keeping L*oland poor in order 
to keep her from being troublesome," is denounced by the his- 
torian, Charles George Walpole, as ^* selfish, hopeless, fatal" 
He says that when the raising of cattle became a source of in- 
come and wealth to the people in Ireland, ^* a hasty bill was 
passed by the unreasoning royalist houses, absolutely prohibit- 
ing the importation of Irish cattle, sheep, swine, salt-meat or 
bacon." Mr. Gharles Knight says : ^'In 1698, the Commons 
complained to the king, that Ireland should of late apply itself 
to the woolen manufacture," asking, at the same time, that the 
exportation and manufacture of Irish woolens should be dis- 
couraged. 
. Is it, then, any wonder that our fathers should wish to flee 
from a country where they were treated so unfairly ! a country 
in which there was so little of opportunity ? Several migrations 
had taken place when, in March, 1718, about three hundred per- 
sons, terming themselves ^^ Inhabitants of ye North of Ireland, 
Gentlemen, Ministers, Farmers and Tradesmen," united in an 
address, tlirongh their ^* trusty and well-beloved friend," the 
Rev. William Boyd of Macasky, to Gov. Shute of Massachusetts, 
'* to assure his Excellency of our sincere and hearty inclination 
to transport ourselves to that very excellent and renowned plan 
tation npon our obtaining^from his Excellency suitable encourage- 
ment." Thus was begun the exodus of those five ship-loads who 
landed in Boston on the 4th of August, 1718, and so soon laid 
the foundations of old Derry, N. H. 

They were a brave, hardy race of men, fearing no hardships, 
but brooking any danger or peril, if thereby they could attain 
their objects. As one has said, they '' had struggled, and fonght* 
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KoOrcgor, Morrison, Soamitb, Patterson, I'inkcrtoii, IttinkiD, 
Boid, Tnylor, Watliico, Woodbarn, Witsoa, occur, tlicro is a 
strong probability that tliey canio from Londonderry. Tbo 
pioneer settlement of Cberry Valley, N. Y., wbicb suffered so 
badly from tlie Indians iu the time of tbo Bevotntionary irar, 
was made from tbis town. DaWd Bnmsay, Willioni OaiUt, 
James Campbell, William Dickson, with otliors, in all alwut 
thirty persons, emigrattid thltticr in 1740. Twenty-five years 
later, 1765, there were only forty families in the settlement, and 
among their descendants in the early part of the present ccn- 
tnry, were OoL Samael Campbell, Col. Samael Clydo, John 
Koor, Bobert UcKeen, the (faults, the Dicksons, the Ramsays, 
.ftnd the Wilsons. A number of families, among them the 
Arohibalds (foar brothers), Taylor, Fisher, and others, emigrated 
from Londonderry to Tmro in Nora Scotia, about 1760. 

£dward Aiken, from the north of Ireland in 17S2, had three 
eons, Nathaniel, James, and William. A son of James began 
tho settlement of Antrim, H. H. Some of the descpndants re- 
moved to Benson, Vermont Several graduated at Dartmouth 
college, and became lawyers and clergymen. 

Of the first sixteen settlers of Londonderry, were Allen and 
James Anderson. A little later came John. James and John 
had numerous descendants, somo of whom settled in Yennont. 
Robert Gilmore, bom near Colentine, Ireland, left descendants 
in Londonderry. Some of them removed to Jaffrey, N. H., and 
Bomo to Bockingham and Ira, Vermont. 

Tho Chriatin and MoFarlands, together with James, Bobert 
and Andrew Adams, removed to Skconsboro' (now Hampton aud 
WhitchiUl), N. Y., soon nf tor tlic close of tho Bv^olutiouary wiir, 
and took up and settled valuable farms. Hany others who wore 
noted and characteristic inhabitants of the old town might be 
mentioned, as the Blaira, Bamctts, Caldwolls, Cbanibcrlnitis, 
Cargills, Ohoates, Cloudonins, Crnigs, Ditismoors, Douglasics, 
Holmeses, Hopkinses, Houstons, Humphries, Kelloys, Kiddcm, 
Leslies, Lindsleys, McAllisters, MoDnffieS) Muntgomcrios, Froe- 
tors, Sliioldscs, Stewarts, Tnggnrts, Thompsons, Walkers, and 
Wears. 
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rcmoTiDg when yoang, perhaps with liis parents and bcforo innr- 
riogfl, to the pronnco of TJlstor in the north of Ireland, — it 
may hnro been to AgRdowoj, near Colcmiiie, county oE London- 
deny, or to Bollywattick, near Ballymonoy, oonnty of Antrim, 
in the volley of the river.Bann ; or possibly to tho tatj of Lon- 
donderry itself. Of the precise locality or date of rcmovitl no 
record is left. 

It is certain that he was of Scoteh origin and blood, pure and 
simple, and made his home for a time in Ulster. It is not im- 
probable that tho family were sufferers at the time of tho memoni^ 
ble siege of the city of loudonderry, 168S-9. He mnst have mar- 
ried in Ireland, and as early aa the year 1700, for Bobcrt, the 
eldest son, was bom in 1701 ; and vre may asanme that the cbiU 
dren were all bora in Ulster, coming with their parents, to 
America in 1731, when James, Jr., according to eorrcnt testi- 
mony in tlie Adams family, was ten years old. Hegordiug the 
wife, Elizabeth Elder, we know only that she belonged to a 
good family, and -had a brother named John Elder. She snr^ 
Tired her husband, bnt of the date of her death no record can 
be found. Judging from what wo are told of tlio character of I 
her danghter, Jeannotte Cochran, wo may fairly infer that she i 
was an amiable and lovable woman, the record of whose life, i 
thongh private and quiet, wotild be a treasure to her descendants. ; 

Whether James Adams had kindred, brothers or sisters, whO' \ 
hod preceded or who followed him to America, we cannot with j 
certoia^ detonnine ; but after long and carefnl study, the writer j 
is disposed to the belief that William Adams, who settled in | 
Londonderry about the same time, . or a little later, was a 
youufcer brother. Sev. Jonatlian £. Adams, D. I)., of Bangor, 
l£aine, a son of Bov. Jonathan Adams of Boothbay, Maine, 
and a doscondant of William, states that bis father olivays said , 
that throe brothers, James, William and Samitol, came from tho ! 
north of Ireland and settled in Londonderry, N. H., and in ! 
ISSO his father visited his relatives, tho descendants of William, 
in Derry, and greatly enjoyed his visit 

In the same ship's company with James Adams and his family, 
came John jtlorrison, Soninr, who died in Londonderry in 1736, 
tigfid 103 years, and hts youngest son, Joseph Morrison, bom iu 



present Upper, or East Deny, rill&ge, where the first meetiDg* 
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bouse va> bailt, and the Dcrry Foira were held. It was a good 
loc&tton, and horo, sarroaaded hy a large and prolific orchard of i 
fruit treoa, the familj settled, lived and died. 

Fire years after the first parcliase, Jan. 38th, 1726-7, " Id the | 
thirteenth year of King George's reign," the Selectmen of Lon- '■ 
dondeny, " for good causes aud reasons," gavo Mr. Adams a ' 
new deed of " the tract which the said Adams bouglit of tTames 
MoNeal." About the onl/ records we are able to find concern- 
ing James and Elizabeth Adama from this till his death in the 
Spring of 1742-3, are their marks appended to deeds of the ' 
home farm, in sereral parcels, to JKobort, James and John. j 

In March, 1737-8, " for love aud good will," they quit-claim ; 
to their well-belored son John of Londonderry, a strip of 40 j 
acres lying along the north margin of the farm, " being part of I 
a larger tract that I bonght of James McNeal." Later they 
gave a deed of 10 acres more, making 50 acres. Having given 
a deed of 66 aures of the south port of tlie farm to Uobert, in 
March, 1740-1, they qait-c^im to James the remaining or 
middle portioa> abont 50 acres, adjoining Samnel Anderson's 
land on the east, and Eobert Adams on the soatJi. 

It is highly probable that James Adams was one of tho | 
£ldcT8 of tho Church mentioned by Mr, Parker in Iiis history of j 
Londonderry, as being present at a meeting in June, 1723, there ' 
being no other James Adams in the town at that early date of 
whom any record is found. 

There are do tombatouos, or other record of tlieir deaths ; but 
undoubtedly Elder James and his wifo £lixabcth were both 
bnried in tho old graveyard on tho liill near tlie cburuli, tho land 
for which was given the town by Robert McGregor in 1729. 

Tho writer dooms it a great good fortune to have found, on 
a second search among the archives of tlie Probate OHico at . 
Exeter, N. H., tho original will of this his first ancestor in 
America — {ho will of James Adams, from which wo learn tho ' 
□ameaof his fiimily, and the approximate time of his death. ' 
A copy of this will is here inserted, and will bo foand an inter- I 
ostii^ document to road by all his doscondants. j 
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THE WILL OF JAMES ADAMS OF LONDONDERRY, N. H., MADE 

THE 0TH DAY OF MARCH, 1742^ 

In th« same of God Amen; I, Jamet Adams of Londonderry, in the proT- 
Ince of New Bampahire In New England, hoabandman, being siok and full of 
pain, but of sound mind and memory, thanks be to Qod; therefore calling 
Into mind the mortality of my body, do make and ordain this my last will 
and testament; 

That is to ssy, prindpally and first of all, I giro and reeommit my soul 
Into the hands of God, and my body 1 recommit to the earth, to be buried in 
a decent Christian manner, at the discretion of my executors, nothing doubt- 
ing but tliat at the general resurrection I shall recelTC the same again by the 
mighty power of God, and as touching my worldly estate, wherewith it hath 
pleased Qod to blessme In this lile^ I glre, demise, and dispose of the same 
In the following manner &nd form: 

Imprimis; My will Is that my Just debts and funeral expenses be paid as 
soon as may be : 

Item; My will is that my belored wife Elisabeth Adams shall enjoy all 
my estate, both real and pezaonal, during llfCr except what Is hereafter men- 
tioned in this will, and at her death to dispose of all and CTcry part thereof 
among my children as she thinks fit and at her pleasure. 

Item; My will is that my belOYed son Robert shall hare Twenty Pounds, 
Old Tenor, paid out of my estate, as alao my kean (cane), and my lavgeat 
Pot, and my large Bible, and aa much of a piece of home-matio Clotli that la 
new aa will make him a Coat, with what he has already got, together with 
the ImproTementa of the meadow that I gave him. 

Item; My will la that my beloved fon John ahall have my Broadcloth 
Coat, and aa much of my home-made Cloth aa will make him a Coat, and at 
mrwife'a death to have a Feather Bed, or aooner If ahe pleaaes, together 
with the Improvements of the meadow that I gave him, with what he has 
already got; 

Item; My wlU is that my beloved son James shall have all my husbandry 
utensils for labor, and my Saddle, also as much money paid Iilm as will buy 
him Cloth for a Coatwhlch shall be as good as the cloth which my sons Rob- 
ert and John have willed to them, with what he has already got 

Item ; My will Is that my beloved son-luplaw Thomas Cochran shall liave 
a piece of new searge to make him a suit of clothes, and Ten Pounds In the 
Old Tenor to buy my beloved daughter Jeanette Cochran a Gown« with what 
he has already got 

Item ; My will to that my beloved daughter Mary shall have what Pewter 
is In my house, and a Round Table, a Pot and a Warming Pan, with what 
she has already got 

And I do nominate and appoint John McMurphy, Esq., and James Held to 
be Executors of my last will and testament and do hereby utterly revoke and 
annul all former wills, bequests, and executors heretofore named, either by 
word or writing^ ratifying, oonflrmingand allowing ihto anduo other to be 
my last will and testament ^ 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this fifth day 
of March, A. D* 1749-9^ and In the sixteenth year of hto Majesty's reign. 
Signed, sealed and publtohed, pronouncod and declared by me, the aforesaid 
James Adams, as my last wiU and testament in presence of these 
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This will WAS approved hj Andrew Wig^io, Esq^., Judge of. 
Probate, at a Coart of Probate, bold at Portsmoutb, in niid for 
the provlnco of Kow Hampsbu^, on tbe 25tb d&y of ATay, A. 
D. 1743, and Letters of Administration were issued to tbe Ex- 
ecntors on tbe same day. 

Of Robert Adams, [2] tbe eldest son of James and Elizabeth 
Elder Adams, we bare dsfioite records. He lies buried in tbe 
old graveyard at Derry, just a little inside the wall and od tbe 
loft and east of tbe main entrance gate,* having a bcadstone of 
brown sandstone, two feet and eigbt inches high by one foot and 
ten ioobes wide, oval top, oliaracteristioally curved on tbe mar- 
gins with bieroglypbios in the style of that day. Tbe inscrip- 
tion is as follows : 

"BenllMttaaBodr of 
UR. BOBBBT ADA.M8. 
who dvparttd thb 
Lir* Fabnury IGth, 
ITT8, Id tlio THtli 
joat of Ills ago." 
Be was onmarriod, and settled and lived from abont 1713 till 
1702, on lands owned by him along Sbeopscott bay and river in 
what is now Kowcsstlo, Maine. That region wns largely settled 
by immigrants from tbe nortli of Ireland, colled and known as 
** Scotch-Irish ;" and the frcqnent wars of tbe colonists from 
tbe Englisli realm with the French and Indians, attendant npon 
tlio largor war between Franca and England, rendered settle- ' 
monts in those parts perilocs and diSonlt. Kot a few of the | 
early sottlera were killed or carried away captive to Canada. ! 

ThBTQ are intimatiooa that Robert . Adams was more than 
once taken a prisoner and carried to Canada. . Tbe Rev. David 
Q. Cnsbman, who wrote the " History of Ancient Sbecpscott," 
says on page 1S9 of bis history, " Tbe Spring of 1746 opened 
with torribio cmol^ on tho part of the savi^jiea. A large body 
of them, in tho month of May, attacked tho GUmnn scttlomcnt 
at Broad Bay, and rodnced it to ashos. Many of the inhabitants 
were killed, and otbors taken prisonera." Again, " In one of 
the Indian wars a man by tlio name of Robert Adams lived 
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alono on the neck of land near Cargill's Brick Yard, on Mill 
Biver. He would not go into the garrison, as all the people had 
done. He was taken by the Indians at different tunes, and car^ 
ried to Canada* One time, jast at night, be was cooking bis 
snpper when the Indians burst in iipon him, and seizing him, 
said, * Now, Bobert, quick yon go to Canada.' Ho answered, 
* Well, if I must^ I must.' He begged that he niight cook and 
eat his supper, wben he took up his line of march for that dis* 
tant conntry. He, howerer, returned and lived on his home* 
stead, and died in these parts.** 

Mr. Cushman intimates tliat this was about 1753. But wo find 
in tlie diary of Nehemiah How, who was taken a prisoner at 
Fort Dummer, in Yermont, in the Fall of 17^5, and carried to 
Montreal, and thence to Quebec, whore he died, — under date 
of November, 1746, at Quebec, this entry, viz. : 

" On the ISUi— November^Hr. Adams, taken at Sheepecott. was bitmsht 
to prison. He says that James Anderson's father was kUled, and his uncle 
taken at the same time. ** * * On the 22d of the month, the ahore saicfc 
Anderson's uncle was brought to prison." 

The Bev. John Norton, token a prisoner at Fort Massachu- 
settSt wrote ^ The Bedcemed Captive," published in Boston in 
1748. He gives an account of the taking of Bobort Adams and . 
James McNear, October 20, 1746. Mrs. Betsey Adams Wright,, 
a grand-niece of Bobert Adams, often spoke in a general way 
of this captivity in conversation with tlie writer. 

Bobert Adams was in Newcastle in 1761, but appears to have^ 
made sale of large tracts of land in Newcastle abont this time,, 
or in 1762, and returned to Londonderry, N. H., to reside. 

In September and November, 1762, he is said to bo ^' of Lon* 
dondorry,*' a yoeman, and at this time sold to James and Will- 
iam Nidiols and James Oampbell, all of Boston, several large 
tracts on Sheepscott Bay for a mill privilege. 

He died intestate, but an appraisal of his property, found 
among the Probate records, shows a considerable estate for that 
day,-*702 Lbs. in real estate, and over 66 Lbs. in personal prop- 
erty. In Juno, 1778, Dea. Thomas Cochmn and his wife, 
Jeannetto Adams Cochran, of New Boston, N. H., made a deed 
of all their interest in the estate of their late brother Bobert to 
their brother James. 
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Uf Jolin Adams [S], tbe aecoDd son of James ami £lizabetht 
ne Iedow almost notkioi; beyond ttie mention of bis nume ia 
deeds and tho will. In July, 1T43, after his fathered death, ho 
made a deed to his brother-in-law, Thomas Cocliran, who at tliat 
time resided in Londonderry, of tho 50 acres of land " conveyed 
to me by my honored fntlicr, deceased." Ho is said to bo resident 
then of " a place called Sheepscott," connty of Y'ork, province 
of Massoohasetts Bay. We loam no more of him. 

Joannetto Adams [4], horn in 170S, married Thomas Cochran 
of Londonderry, and removed to Now Boston, N. H,, in 1748, 
whore Mr. Cochran was a large land owner, and an active, prom- 
inent, infloentisl citizen, and tlie firat dcncou of the Presbyterian i 
cboroh, which he aaaiated to establish in New Boston. They i 
hod a family of seven cliildren, James, John, Robert, Peter, 
Thomas, Letitia and Elizabeth, of whom more will be said in 
this volame. I 

Deacon Cochran is said to have been a most excellent man ; I 
and his wife Joannctte^ who died Juno 7, 17S4, age 76, is | 
described as " a qaeeoly woman," " equal to her husband iu all j 
virtues, a cro\rn of glory to him, and a blessing to the whole I 
town;" — "a ministering angel in every sorrowing household," ' 
whom her htisband was wont to call his '* blessed Jenny." | 
" Everyhody loved her." 

James Adams, Jr. [5], bom in Ulster, L^., in 1711 ; came to 
America with his parents in 17SJl, when 1<> years old, according 
to a well attested tradition ; married, in Londonderry, N. H., ' 
probably between 1743 and '44, Sarah Campbell, whoso father's ' 
name we do not know, bnt whoso mother was Mary Graham. 

Both the Campbells and Graliams were cliaracteristically 
Scoteh families, as tho readers of Scotch history are aware, and 
the Campbell family bore its part among tho early settlers in 
New Hampsliiro. The name of James Campbell appears ap- 
pended to the memorial sent to Gov. Slmte by tho '* Inliabitants 
of ye North of Ireland," in March, 1718, the signers being 
those who propddSd to transport themselves to Now England 
npon obtaining 'from hia Excelteooy soitablo cnconmgcmont ; 
and i% ia not aoUkoly that this was the fatlier of Sarah, who be* 
come tho wife of James Adams.

4lve my next beat Hatt and a pair of Oxen ; and to my son Alexander 
Adama I leave and beqaeaOi one p^r of ailver Sleeve-battona. 

Item. To my three loving danghtera, Uaryi Sarab and Jeannet Adams I 
leave and bequeath that Bed that was my brother's oforosald, nltli all pei^ 
talnlng to the aame^ and the two Deda tbat thoy now bare In use, nud nil the 
Pavrter that I now own aa my own and the Iionglnga tliat beloos to my Had, 
4uid the worated Comba. \

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Tbo deed calls for 184 acres, saving and excepting 10 acres 
lying at the N. E. corner. 

James and Sarah Adams had s^ld this 10 acres to Ro1>ert 
Norris, in February, 1746-7, for the consideration of 110 Lbs., 
as follows: Beginning at the corner of David Cochran's 
{afterward James McGregor's) land, at a stake and scones, and 
mnning Southward and bounding upon said Norris' land to the 
line of Robert Adams' land ; Thence running West 24} rods ; 
Thence rnnning North by marked ti*ees 65 rods, and bounding 
upon the aforesaid James Adams' land ; Thence running East 
24f rods and bounding upon the aforesaid David Cochran's 
land. 

The land at Conway, alluded to in the will, comprised One 
Thousand acres, which had been granted to David McNeal of 
Donyfield, as a reduced officer in the last war between Great 
Britain and France, and which had beea purchased by James 
Adams June 5, 1766. It adjoined the Soutli West corner of 
the town of Conway^ N. fi., then in the county of Strafford, prov- 
ince of New Hampshire, described as running South 8 degrees 
West from the S. W. comer of Conway, 534 rods; thence run- 
ning South 83 degrees East [nearly East], 300 rods; Thence 
running North 8 degrees East 534 rods to Conway line, and 
thence along said line to the point begun at. 

This land was often spoken of by Aunt Betsey Wright, as the 
large tract in the *' Pigwacket district," it being only a few 
miles hence, over the state line, in Fryeburg, state of Maine—- 
(not then known as such) — that CoL LpvewcU had his celebrated 
'* Fickwacket Fight " with the Indians, a prominent event in 
«arly New England history. 
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ityiin June, 1781, ofa petition addressed to the General Asscmblj 
of the state of Vermont, asking for a gnmt as a township to be 
called ^^ Greenfield/' on the west side of Ponltnoy river, cover- 
ing what is the town of Hampton, and a part of what is comprised 
in Whitehall, N. IT., the territory being then snpposed to be 
within the limits of Vermont, becanse lying east of Lake Cham« 
plain. Peter Christie was from Londonderry, and was a settler 
on this territory— the farm now owned and occnpied by Josiali 
Feck, Esq. So it woald appear that all these settlers snpposed 
they were to be inhabitants of Vermont. 

James Adams is reported to have gone back to Londonderry, 
and died there at an advanced age. 

JEtobert Adams [9], the second of this name and family in 
America, was probably bom before 1750. He removed when 
yonng to the new conntry bordering on Lake Champlain an<l 
East Bay, together with his brother Andrew, and probably 
others from Londonderry, and settled down as a farmer, if not 
also as a blacksmith, at ^ Cold Spring," near ^< the Narrows," 
on the shore of tlie Lake, then in the town of Faur Haven, now 
West Haven, Vt. His name appears with those of James 
Adams, Feter Christie, James Christie, Lemuel Bartholomew, 
and others, on a petition dated June 2, 1781, setting fortli to the 
General Assembly of the state of Vermont, that the petitioners 
are in actual possession of a tract of ungranted land within the 
limits of the state, south of East Bay, which they pray to have 
incorporated under the name of '^ Now Cheshire." It is not 
impossible that he made his home with his brothers in East 
Whitehall for a time at least. 

Hobert and John were soldiers from Londonderry, in the com- 
pany of Capt. Joseph Findlay, in October, 1777, and marched 
witli the troops from New Hampshire, which went to join the 
Continental Army at that time in opposing the march of Bur- 
gqyne at Stillwater and Saratoga. See the following Certificate 
from the Secretary of State of New Hampshire :

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Marji or Mollji Adams [10], was b. in Londonderry, proba- 
lily in 1750 ; married Dr. John Gates of. L., after 1782 and be- 
fore 1786, and had one son named John. The boy grew to be a 
•I nan, and suddenly disappeared, ne^er afterward being heard 
from. 

Mrs. N. C. Crombie of New Boston, N. H., (Rebecca Fatten, 
bom in Londonderry, in 1801), remcmbci's to have been fre- 
quently in Mrs. Gates' home when a girl, and describes her '^ as a 
lady of high standing," who ^ had very fine and costly things 
About her home and person ;" but her husband ran away and left 
her with no means of support, and sometime before her death, 
to her great mortification and sorrow, she was obliged to go to 
the poor house. Much regret and sympathy were expressed by 
thopublio on her behalf. Mrs. Crombie thinks Mrs. Gates' 
death took place about 1816. 

Sarah, or Sally, Adams [11], was born in L. June 11, 1753. 
She removed to Whitehall, N. Y.« at an early day, but returned 
to Londonderry. ^She came again to W. about 1817, where she 
continued to make her home until her death, which occurred 
June 17, 1850, when 98 years of age. She was buried in the 
Low Hampton grave yard, beside her two brothers, John and 
Andrew. 

Jeannette, or Jean, Adams [12] married* about 1782, Capt 
Samuel Morrison, a son of Joseph Morrison, and brother of 
Mary Ann Morrison, the second wife of John Adams. She 
must have been born about 1751, but of the time of her death 
we have no intimation. 

Captain Morrison and wife resided for a time in White- 
hall (then Skcensboro), N. Y., about 1786, their second child, 
Sophia, being bom there in August, 1786. He was a carpenter 
by trade. 

They removed to Amherst, N. H., where he kept a public 
house, and worked at his trade. He fell from a roof in Amherst, 
causing his death June 10, 1320, age 6«l years. A notice of the 
event was published at the time in the ^ Farmers' Cabinet," a 
paper published in Amherst from the beginning of the century, 
and a paper in which Horace Greeley learned to read when a 
boy.

Mary Ann Morrison Adams was bom in L. April 16, 1761» 
and. died of consumption at Whitehall, N. 7., Jnly 13, 1822, 
age 61. 

She has been described as a happy woman, sinf^^g, spinning, 
weaving, and rendering her home and family happy. (For Mor- 
rison family see Appendix.)- 

John Adams was a cordwainer, or shoemaker, by trade, and 
owned a house and lot in old Dorry. He appears to haT& 
bought and sold more or less real estate in company with his 
brother^in*law, Capt. Morrison. In 1792, James and Sarah 
Adams, and Samuel and Jean Morrison, and Andrew Adams,, 
deeded to him 200 acres, lots 2 and 7, of the location land 
granted to Daniel McNeal, adjoining the township of Conway, 
N. H. He acted in 1795 and 1796, with £obert Baraett, as an 
Executor of the will of ^ John Cochmn, late of Londonderry^ 
deceased," selling tho Cochran homestead to John Humphrey of 
Albany, N. Y. 

He removed from Londonderry to Whitehall, N. Y., with his- 
family, in October, 1806, his brother Andrew proposing to givo 
him 50 acres of land. The home farm in Whitehall was given by 
will of " uncle Andrew," at his death in 1S26, to John's son An- 
drew, in consideration whereof, Andrew, the second, was to pro- 
vide a home, and care for, his father John and his annt Sally 
during their lives. A commodious new house, now standing and 
occupied by Andrew's son, Samuel Draper, was erected by An- 
drew the second, about 1S30, in a wing of which *' grandfather 
John '' and *' aunt Sally " had their homo for the remainder 
of their lives. '*Aunt ^ally'' survived until June, 1850. 
*' Grandfather John," whom the* writer remembers to have seen 
in his early boyhood, lived only till 1838. 

From, a letter written by John, Jr., of Gmnvillo, N. Y., to 
his sister, Sally Bichardson of Geneva, N. Y., in Ang., 1831, we 
leam that grandfather John had a cataract removed from one of 
his eyes on the Sunday preceding, by the Protcssors of tho Med* 
ical College at Castleton, Yt., his sons John, Andrew and Jo- 
seph, being with him at tho operation. He died Ang. 32, 1S3S|.

Ghamplain, near a spring known by the name of '*Cold Spring," near **the 
Nanowst" so called ;

Dea. William Wright was a large land-owner and wealthy 
fanner, of Whitehall, N. Y. He was instmmontal in establish- 
ing and bnilding the Congregational Church in East Whitehall, 
and became deacon of the same. He removed with his family 
to Rosendale, Wisconsin, in 1850, where both he and his wife 
died. 

Betsey Adams Wright [1795] was a woman of strong intel- 
lect, and remembered and often related, with interest and enthn- 
siasm, tlie incidents and experiences of her early life in London- 
derry ; but her memory gave way in the later years of her life, 
although she retained to her last days a wonderfully strong, vital 
organism, which was characteristic of many of the family. 

John Adams [1798] died at an early age, and none are living 
who knew and remember him. His reputation is that of a 
worthy, indnstrions, upright man, who by his own labors had 
acquired a comfortable home and subsistence, and by Iiis neigh- 
borly kindness in caring for the sick, took a . fever, of which he 
died. 

Andrew Adams [1800] was a shoemaker, as well as farmer, 
having, with his brother Joseph, learned the trade of their 
father, and olwaya '* kept his hand in." He was quite a sports- 
man, and enjoyed many a bunting and fiahing excursion with 
his friends, Ira Leonard and Julio T. Bucl. 

He inherited the home farm, and left it by will to his widow 
and son. 

Joseph Adams [1802] having acquired his trade, married a 
worthy young woman, and set out to mako his own way in tlio 
world. 

Not long after liis marriage, ho bought a lot, and built him a 
humble homo, on West streot, in Fair Haven, Ycrmout. 

As his business grew, he removed into the village, employing 
numerous journeymen and apprentices, and doing a largo busi- 
ness in maunfacturiug hidics' fino shoes for tlio wliolosalo trado^ 
ius goods attaining a high and wide reputation for their quality*

he was remarkable for bU enei^ and tenad^ of purpose, 
working oat saeoeu where meet men wonld have giveo ap in 
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•despair, and never once, daring his whole business carccri failed 
to meet his obligations in fall. In religion he was liberal, in 
politics a Ilepnblican j and he was always a warm friend of tern* 
perance in all things. His social qnalities were above the aver- 
sgp.

Tillo Theological School; Meadville, Pa., and spent two years. 
He entered the Divinity School of Harvard University, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., in 1852, and graduated iu 1855. 

Ho accepted a call to the pastorate of the First Parish Churcli, 
Keedham, Mass.,. and was ordained in Necdham, Nov. 21, 1855. 
Removing to Franklin, Mass., in 1857, he became pastor of the 
First Universalist Church of that place, and remained until the 
Summer of 1860, when he resigned, and returned to Fair Haven, 
Vt., to live. 

Botiring from the ministry, he engaged in mercantile busi- 
ness, in 1861, continuing in the same for over thirty years. He 
engaged, in company with his fatlier and brotlicr-in-law, in saw* 
ing and manufacturing marble in 1869, and continues his con- 
nection witli tliat business at Beldens, Vermont, at the present 
time. 

Uo has been Justice of the Pe:icc, Trc:isurer of the town and 
of the village of Fair Haven, incmbcr of the School Board for 
many years, principal Director of the Public Library, twenty- 
five years a Trustee of the State Normal School, Castloton, Vt., 
4ind President of the Board for the past twclvo years. 

He wrote and published the History of Fair Haven, 516 
pages,. in 1870, and is a contributing member and officer of tlio 
XCutland County Historical Society ; was Keprcscntative of the 
town in the Legislature of 1SS4-5, and member of the State 
Senate, and joint Committee of Education, in lSSS-9.
